Officials Seize Books from Hands of In- 
| vestigating Lawyer Retained After a 
Massmeeting Criticising Franchises. 


‘The town of Miller, Ind., thre¢ nijles west 
of Gary, was in an uproar last night over the 
action of the three trustees of the town, who 
seized the town records from the handgof an 
investigating lawyer amd-drove out of town 
with them. A big massmeeting is to be held 
Monday night and it ts threatened by hun- 
dreds of angry citizens that ff the officials do 
not resign, they will attempt to impeach 
them before 'the grand jury. 

The political revolution was started by the

The citizens re sO aroused that a peti- 
tion said to have been signed by a majority 
of the taxpayers of the town was presented 
to the trustees asking for their resignation. 
When they, refused to withdraw a fund of 
$500 was collected and Attorney George Bar- 
don retained te investigate the town rec- 
ords in the thorning, but just had begun to 
examine them: when the three trustees, Pat- 
rick Malone, president, Gustave Anderson, 
and John Carr, drove up in a rigy forcibly took 
possession of them, and drove to the town 
of Hobart, eight miles away, presumably to 
show them to Robert Mains, the town attor- 
ney of Miller, who lives there.

The police of Chicago and St. Louis are 
searching for Gustav F. Baye, 309 Milwaukee 
avenue, wanted on a fugitive warrant sworn 
out by F. P. Judson of the Bankers’ Nationa! 
bank, charging forgery of checks drawn on 
the account of 8. D. Childs & Co:, engravers 
and stationers, 200 Clark street,, by. which 
firm Baye was employed as an undes book- 
keeper.. | 

Although the warrant in possession of Capt. 


P. D. O’Brien of the detective bureau.charges | 


forgeries amounting only to $3,000, so far as 


the bank is concerned, there are rumors that | 


/other banks and business firms cashed forged 
checks for amounts aggregating $19,009 or 
$12,000. 

Louls F. Childs, treasurer of the engtev- 
ing company, declined to say whether checks 
drawn on his firm other than those which 

assed through the Bankers’ National were 
orged. He said that inasmuch as Baye left 
the employ of the firm ‘ to get a better job " 
there is a possibility that some person still 
in the employ of the company is the culprit 
instead of Baye. The checks bore the forged 
signatures of J. A. Smith, president of the 
engraving company, and Louis F. Childs. 
hey were “currency checks,” 
ostensibly drawn for pay roll purposes. 


Pass Through Clearing House. 

‘Mr. Childs discovered the forgeries when 
the canceled checks were returned to him. 
One check which had passed through the 
clearing house was for a smal! amount and 
had been used to pay'a bill of the company 
in Baltimore. It is believed this check was 
used as an experiment by the forger to de- 
termine whether his nite tione os signatures 
would pass examination. 

The checks which passed “through the 
Bankers’ National are five in number, They © 
were executed with such skill that the bank 

officials were amazed when they compared 
them with the genuine signatures of Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Childs. Said one expert: 
“The forgeries’ required a ‘Jim the Pen- 
man’ to write them in the free business 
hands in’ which Mr. Smith and Mr. Childs 
write, there being no sign of hesitation or 
quivering discernible in the writing. 


Thinks Forgeries Wonderful. 
Cashier Judson said the signatures are 
wonderful in their perfection. 
“With the exception of a matter of $200 
ten years ago, it is the first time this 
bank has experienced anything like this dGr- 


ing the sixteen years of its existence,’ he | 


said. “‘ The amount of money actually lost 
will not exceed $3,000. The question. of who 
will have to stand for the loss will be de- 
termined later. All the checks were passed 
in August.” , 

One check is for $3,000. Another is for 
$250. The dates given are Aug. ll and 19, 

“Is it true that the amounts of the for- 
geries so far as your firm is toncerned total 
in the neighborhood of $10,000?’ Mr. Childs 
was asked. 

“TI have nothing to say about that,” was 
the reply. “‘I don't want to talk about the 
amounts. 

‘While Baye may not be the forger,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Childs, “ it appears that the fed- 
éral authorities indicted, arrested, and fined 
him for misusing the mails while he was in 
our employ without our knowing about it. 
That shows how g@lever he is. He hed good 
references, and said he was willing to work 
in the position we offered him, because he 
had not learned to speak English perfectly 
since he left Germany. He was with us only 
a few months. 

* He drew his pay about a week ago and 
left, saying he had a better job. We think 
we know where he is and hope to get him.” 

Mr. Childs said Baye wrote him a hote 
a week ago in which he said: 

“Don’t look for me, because you can’t 
find me. I have left the city.” ~ 


Landlord Given Week’s Notice. 


J. J. Cullen, Baye’s landlord, said: 
*‘ Baye sold his furniture and left here in 


a cab, with bis wife and 4 or 5. months old | 


baby, a week ago Saturday. He had given me 
a week’s notice and paid the rent. He said 
be was going to St. Louis to get a better job. 
He was. about 35 years old. I don’t think 
he drank or smoked. He dressed well and 
was of a nervous disposition.” 

‘“T believe we will have Baye arrested in 
another city soon,” said Capt. O’Brien. “If 
more than $3,600 in forgeries are charged to 
him & have not been informed of it. Per- 
haps he obtained the position with Childs & 
Co. to be enabled to practice the signatures 
of members of the firm.’

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SHORT CAMPAIGN 
ACTS BOTH WAYS.

If Reduction of Time Aids One 
Party It Also Helps Other 
Similarly. 


RESULT HARD TO FIGURE. 


Willis J. Abbot Points Out Ad- 
vantage to Democrats in 
Quick Work.

The discussion of the effect upon a political 
campaign of late primaries, direct primaries, 
and a short and lively fight contributed by 
my friend “ Raymond” to THe TRIBUNE 
yesterday morning is interesting. 

In 1900 at least three bureaus of the demo- 
cratic national committee were established 
months before the convention was held, be- 

-@ause at that time every one within the or- 
ganization knéw that Bryan would ‘be the 
nomineé and that the late Senator Jones of 
Arkansas would be chairman of the com- 
mittee. ,. This year the organization btreau, 
the. press bureau, and the department of 
finance are many months behind the point to 
which the like cemmittees had attained at 
this time in 1900. That doesn’t prove any- 
thing. because with all. the early work in 
1900 the democracy was beaten—and beaten 
fairly, the latter being a point which we do 
not concede on a somewhat more historic 
election in 1896. 

But what the effect of a short and swift 
campaign is going to be on the outcome of 
the election is something which I doubt 
whether any man can now prophesy. It is 
an old saying that a lack of political excite- 
ment always portends disaster to the party 

_in power. This year there is evident a great 
degree of political thought, an undercurrent 
of political determination, a certain break- 
ing dgwn of party lines, but none of the wild 
excitement which reached its Bighest point 
in 1896, the fires of which had not burned 
out even in the election of 1904. 


More Thinking than Shouting. 


The people now séem to be thinking more 
than shouting. Neither party is so lavishly 
supplied with funds as to ‘be able to make 
the sort of a spectacular campaign which 
in the past has been customary. This bears 
harder on the republicans than on the demo- 
crats, because we on the democratic side 
have been accustomed to being poor, no: 
heving been able to collect from the t: 
and monopolies and from the protected in- 
dustries the prodigidéu campaign funds 

which the republican , era for at least 
twelve years back has been accustomed to 
disburse and to enjoy. To that extent there- 
fore the short campaign is advantageous to 
the democratic party. 

To conduct a political war for eight or nine 
weeks is not going 40 demand the financial 
support which one of three months would in- 
voive. Moreover, the republican party, hav- 
ing been in office for twelve years, énjoys the 
services of a great number of speakers who 
appear on the platform with the distinguished 
title of senator, congressman, or secretary 
prefixed to their names. 

Enjoying through the long summer a va- 
cation with pay, having the official station 
which to the mind of the unthinking gives 
especial weight to their words, these fed- 
eral office holders are able to go out on the 
stump all over the United States preaching 
the great and noble doctrine, “Stand up 
for the old party-and keep us in our jobs.” 
The democratic party has no such army of 
epelibinders paidiat public expense. It may 
therefore welcome the short campaign which 
will enable its few score volunteer speakers 
to cover the country thorotghly and to pre- 
sent the principles of democracy to the péo- 
wile on the eve of election. 


Quest for Harmony. 

It is to be noted also that the distinguished 

correspondent, “ Raymond,’’; finds that the 
delay in opening this eampaigr has enabled 
the republican organization to sméoth out 
certain personal and factiona! animosities 
that threatened complete harmony within 
the party. This argument, if true, would 
work both ways. If it afforded opportunity 
“to allay the somewhat notorious antagon- 
isms in the republican party, it would afford 
equal opportunity for the same endeavor in 
the “democratic party—except that’this year 
the democratic party has entered upon its 
campaign with no persona! dissensibns with- 
$n its ranks or among its leaders. 

But how ridiculous is the theory that a per- 
functory handclasp in the face of a gaping 
multitude at Tolddo meant the complete 
reconcilation of Foraker and the man whose 
closest friends and politica] advisers had an- 
nounced their purpose of driving that sena- 
tor out of public life. If the leader, as in the 
case of Foraker, for political purposes, is 
willing to pretend a resignation to the inevi- 
table which he does not feel, his: followers 
will quickly discern the flaw in his position 
and-refuse to be led by him. That is the case 
in. Ohio today. 

All the information, anu there is much of 
it, that comes to me at national headquartera 
is that all Foraker may do he cannot carry 
his lifelong adherents with him. And mark 

my Word what he will do will be purely per- 
-functory, eulogies of the grand old party and 
gore memories of boyhood affection with 
“Pil” Taft. 


Story About Foraker. « 

Apropos of this somebody told me a story 
the other day, and the chatacter of the 
man who told it is such that I have. some 
confidence in its accuracy, though I cannot 
_give his name. A democrat of national repu- 
tation met. Mr. Foraker accicentally in Cin- 
ecinnat! and fell into conversation with him. 

“What are your people up at Chicago. do- 
ing to organize the negro vote?’ asked the 
man who pressed the Brownsville investiga- 
tion. 

'“ Nothing yet,” ‘answered the democrat. 
“J understand they’ dre still pressed for 
funds.” 

“Well, you had better go to Chicago at 
once,”’ sail Foraker, “and tell them that 
that is what they ought to do, and do it 
quick, even if they have to rob a bank to 
get the funds.”

He was a thirty-sec- 
ond degree Mason, a member of the National 
Civiq federation; a member of the Creve 
Cceur club of Peoria, Ill, and of the " Fifty.” 
club of Philadelphia, 

He had been ill for several months with an 
ailment of the stemach, which refused to 
yield to the best of medical tredtment. In 
addition he! was stricken with paralysis about 
six Months ago and sustained a bad fall at 
that time.

THE HEART OF THINGS. 

The title itself is attractive. “The 
Heart of the United States." That's Llli- 
nois, of course. But the title gives no 
indication of the interest which every 
reader will find pervasive in the article 
bearing that caption printed in the Sep- 
tember Atlantic. The style and the sub- 
ject matter are distinct. The article is a 
social study, indicating keen analysis. 


There is a ise of words that catches the 


fancy from the start. No ene who lives 
out west will begin to read. without fia- 


ishing. He will find himself richly re- 
paid. “Illinois drips fatness,” the writer 
states. That’s true about the article. 


But, unlike the “hogs that can scarcely 
see through the deep folds of their unetu- 


ous envelope,” it cannot be described. It 
must be read to be appreciated, 
There are some statements that sare 


too true for real enjoyment. But there 
is no sting in them. The aim of the 
vivacious writer is accurate. He finds 
the “ heart of the United States” in Illi- 
vis. He gives good reasons for his be- 
lief. The strategic geographical loca- 
tion, the twofold character of its early 
population, the attractive power over the 
immigrant combine to make Illinois great. 
Its social history is full of striking inci- 
dent. lis triumph over difficulties has 
been remarkable.

‘ In fact, In some of the outer walls of the 
castlé are still to be seen, embedded in the 
stone and mortar, cannon balls discharged 
by Sarefield’s artillery during the siege.

Lecky, the historian, has much to say of 
the Parsons family in the reign of the early 
Stuarts, and it is not altogether compliment- 
ary. But it is only fair to add that the pres- 
ent Earl of Rosse bears titles of a different 
création, and is not descended from, but 
merely related as a collateral, to the Lord 
Rosse of the reign of Charles II. 

Birr castle may be said to stand almost in 
the midst of Parsons Town, founded by the 
Parsons family, the houses of the ‘town be- 
ing built almost right up to the main en- 
trance. The place is crowded with all sorts 
of treasures of art and bistory and among the 
features of the extensive gardens and park 
are the wonderful box trees, twenty-five to 
thirty feet in height, a growth asserted by 
experts to be absolutely unique. 

The new Lord Rosse must be quite rich, 
for not only are the entailed estates that go 
with the earidom extremely valuable, but, 
moreover, the late earl drew royalties from 
all sorts of useful inventions; added to which 
the now widowed Countess of Rosse was the
